JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 6.—The 


insurance code initiative proposal, 
which would. have resulted in a 
$275,000 raid on the State treasury 
for the benefit of rural newspapers 
which caused the initiative peti- 
tions to be circulated, was barred 
today from the ballot of the No- 
vember election, by Circuit Judge 
E. L. Alford of Hannibal. 
Judge Alford issued a 
nent injunction in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court here, restraining Sec- 
retary of State Dwight H. Brown 
from publishing the proposal and 
from certifying it to county election 
officials for a place on the ballot of 
the general election in November. 
The ruling kills the proposal. 
Judge Alford was called in as a 
special judge in the injunction suit, 
filed by Attorney-General McKit- 
trick, after the Attorney-General 
had filed an.affidavit to disqualify 
Cireuit Judge Nike Sevier because

tion was based on evidence by the 


Attorney-General showing  irregu- 
larities in the initiative petitions 
filed from the Tenth, Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Congressional Districts, 
the latter two in St. Louis. The At- 
torney-General charged fraud, im- 
proper execution of affidavits on 
petitions, forgeries of signatures, 
and use of names of persons who 
were out of the State as purported 
circulators. Validity of about 12,000 
of the approximately 50,000 signa- 
tures attached to the petitions, from 
10 congressional districts, was at- 
tacked. 


McKittrick asserted the proposal 
would have cost the State $325,000, 
had it gone on the ballot, including 
election costs. ‘Of this amount, 
$275,000 would have been required 
to pay for publishing ‘the bulky 
measure in one newspaper in each 
county of the State. It was a du- 
plicate of an insurance code revi- 
sion bill which failed of passage in 
the Senate of the 1935 Legislature. 

While McKittrick’s investigation 
was in progress, representatives of 
about 15 newspapers conferred with 
him and issued a statement that 
circulation of the petitions had 
been at the instance of rural news- 
papers, and that about 80 of them 
had contributed to the expense of 
the work. The petitions were filed 
several weeks ago.

485 CHICAGO ELECTION

sioners discharged 485 judges and 
clerks of election who worked in 
the April primary today after four 
months of investigation into ir- 
regularities at the polls. 

Approximately 200 of the group 
face prosecution on charges, in- 
cluding making erasures of tally 
sheets, making false entries and 
permitting illegal voting. 

Alexander J. McKay, president 
of the board, said the number dis- 
charged “was probably the great- 
est number of election officials 
ever discharged at one time.” 

Half of those dismissed were 
womeh, McKay said. He said those 
who did not face prosecution had 
committed irregularities and were 
negligent but that the evidence 
against them was net deemed suffi- 
cient to warrant State’s Attorney’s 
action. All of the county’s 3327 
precincts were investigated after 
the receipt of 2500 complaints. Ac- 
tion against other election officials 
still was under consideration, Mc- 
Kay said.

He said he was “deeply 
The Secret Service is an 
arm of the Treasury Department, 
the Bureau of Investigation of the 
Department of Justice. 

Morgenthau demoted by one 
grade Assistant Secret Service 
Chief Joseph E. Murphy and Grady 
Boatwright, formerly in charge of 
the St. Paul bureau, 

Morgenthau made public a let- 
ter to Attorney-General Cum- 
mings, expressing “deep regret to 
you and your department for this 
irresponsible action and to assure 
you that suitable disciplinary meas- 
ures will be taken.” 

An investigation by W. H. Moran, 
chief of the Secret Service, and 
other Treasury officials has been 
in progress since the Attorney- 
General told reporters there had 
been. “ill-advised” investigation of 
Justice Department agents by an- 
other Government agency. Reports 
received by Cummings were that 
Secret Service men at St. Paul had 
made inquiries into circumstances 
surrounding the killing of Eddie 
Green, a Dillinger gangster.

BATTLE WN SPAN 


Both Government and Reb- 
el Forces Rush Reinforce- 
ments to Passes North of 
Madrid. 


FASCICTS REPORTED 
IN SIGHT OF CITY 


Neither Side Making Great 
Advances — Insurgents 
Said to Be Moving Cau- 
tiously.

MADRID, Aug. 6.-—-The Leftist 
Government poured reinforcements 
into the Guadarrama Mountain 
passes near Madrid today in an 
attempt to halt the rebel march on 
the capital. 

The Government announced the 
death of five rebel generals and 
capture of 11 others. 


Loyalists blocked the insurgent 
march at El Alto del Leon-—the 
Heights of the Lion—and captured 
the small town of Gorgones. 

On the northern side of the 
mountainous front,-rebels hastily 
moved men and arms into position 
in equally vigorous preparation for 
battle. The Fascists, from their 
high position, were reported in 
sight of the capital buildings. 

Reports reaching Madrid from 
the scene of desperate hand-to- 
hand fighting and artillery bar- 
rage showed no great advances by 
either side. The rebels were said 
to be making a cautious but steady 
advance. 

Rebel Troops from South. 

Fresh force was reported for the 
rebel drive in reinforcements from 
the South. Advices from Tangier 
described the landing of 4000 Fasc- 
ist soldiers on the mainland after 
a sea-and-air fight from Ceuta, 
Spanish Morocco. 

Strict Government censorship 
was placed over loyal troop move- 
ments in the provinces after offi- 
cials limited reports of military ac- 
tions to definite Leftist victories. 

On the twentieth day of the re- 
volt, the Government asserted it 
had captured the provinces of Cat- 
alonia, Valencia, Murcia, Malaga, 
Ciudad Real, Guadalajara and Bad- 
ajoz, and the northern resort city 
of San Sebastian. 

Drastic reorganization of the 
Leftist army was reported continu- 
ing in Madrid with Majoee Sara- 
bias, former secretary to President 
Manuel Azana, taking over the 
portfolio of the war ministry. His 
official appointment was declared 
not yet approved by the president. 

Another Column of Rebels. 

A radio broadcast from Lisbon 
said a column of 3500 rebels com- 
manded by Gen. Marquis Cavalcanti 
was en route to join the insurgent 
forces in the mountains north of 
Madrid. 

Government militia was declared 
to have been defeated in an en- 
counter near Avila with the left 
wing of the Fascist army. The 
Leftists lost 600 soldiers, two tanks 
and 14 trucks, the newspaper 
Diario Lisboa reported. 

Government sources in Madrid 
yesterday reported loyalist troops 
had routed a Fascist column near 
Avila and captured trucks and am- 
munition from the rebels. 

The city of Cadiz, in extreme 
southern Spain, was reported un- 
officially today to have fallen be- 
fore a bitter attack by Government 
forces against some of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco's rebel troops. The 
battle was a no-quarter contest, 
with the rebels offering stubborn 
resistance. 

Alleged Plan for Revolt. 

Government officials, puzzled by 
the strength of rebel positions in 
the Guadarramas, said they had 
learned of indications that Jose Gil 
Robles, as Minister of War, had 
laid plans last fall for the military 
strategy of the revolution. 

The officials said he had ordered 
maneuvers in the Guadarrama area 

\to acquaint troops loyal to him with 
every inch of the ground. They 
added that boomproof gun emplace- 
ments had been started during the 
maneuvers.

Witness Tells of Crash. 


As the plane swung about in the 
wide circle made necessary by its 
speed—about 180 miles an hour— 
it was next sighted by Ralph L. 
Sharp of Fairfield, O., an employe 
of the National Cash Register Co., 
who is vacationing on a farm about 
a mile northeast of the Knoebbe 
place. 

“When I first saw the plane,” 
Sharp said, “it was circling toward 
the west very low, I should say 
about 50 feet above the ground, It 
passed over ‘the farm of Ben Hav- 
erkamp, where I have been stay- 
ing, and headed straight for the 
field. 

“As I watched the plane made a 
steep turn to the left, about 1000 
yards south of where I was sitting 
on the porch. Then the sound of 
the engines suddenly stopped and 
I heard the crash. I got into an 
automobile and went to the airport 
at once, where I notified George 
Herwig, the night watchman, of 
the accident.” 

Sharp, who has acquired some fa- 
miliarity with airplanes and en- 
gines through residence near the 
army’s Patterson Field at Fairfield, 
and through experience as a driver 
of midget automobile racing cars, 
said that the engines seemed to be 
functioning perfectly as the plane 
passed over the Haverkamp place, 
and up to the moment of the crash. 


Wreck Found at 1 O’Clock. 
Tom King, who resides at Taylor 
and Lindbergh roads, also heard 
the crash and went to the field to 
report. Watchman Herwig  or- 
ganized a searching party, but be- 
cause of the fog and the uncertain- 
ty of the two witnesses as to pre- 
cisely where the plane had struck, 
it was about 1 o’clock before the 
wreck:was found. 

The wreckage lay in a field on 
the farm of George Behlmann, 
about 300 yards east of Howdershell 
road and about a half mile north of 
Utz avenue. After it had been found 
Coroner Luke B. Tiernon was sum- 
moned to take charge of the bodies. 
He set the inquest for 10 a. m., to- 
morrow. 

Examinatior of the scene after 
dawn today showed that the plane 
was traveling south, toward the 
field, when it struck. A ditch in 
an open field in the valley, along- 
side a corn field, showed where the 
left wing tip had struck the 
ground. At this point, Inspectors 
Al Koch and Guy Faulkner of the 
Bureau of Air Commerce, found a 
fragment of the left aileron. 

Tail of Plane Broken Away. 
Twenty-seven yards farther on 
were the twisted remnants of the 
left propeller, and 27 yards beyond 
that was the tail of the plane, 
broken completely away from the 
rest of the structure. Seven yards 
beyond that was part of the landing 
gear, and beyond that about 25 
yards was the main section of the 
fuselage. Beyond were a wing and 
still farther on a gasoline tank. 
Between the major sections of 
the wreck were littered papers, 
cylinders from the engines, pas- 
sengers’ clothing and _ various 
debris. From the point where the 
wing struck to where the gasoline 
tank lay was a distance of about 
140 yards. 


The wheels were retracted—not 
in landing position. From the fact 
that no witness to the crash saw 
landing lights and the added fact 
that the engines were running 
when the plane struck, pilots con- 
cluded thag Zier had had no inten- 
tion of landing there, but that he 
was turning back to the field. 

Zier’s pocket watch, customarily 
synchonrized with the ship’s clock, 
was smashed, and had stopped at 
10:02, presumably the time of the 
crash. The ship’s clock was not 
damaged by the accident. 

Change in Course a Mystery. 
What compelled Zier to turn back 
remains a mystery about which the 
Bureau of Air Commerce inspec- 
tors declined to speculate. There 
was fog in the low places when he 
took off and the Department of 
Commerce weather broadcast at 
9:41 gave the ceiling as :stimated 
at 1800 feet, visibility three- 
quarters of a mile with light fog. 
A special broadcast at 10:10 gave 
the cedling at 500 feet with the 
same visibility. 

Zier had full weather informa- 
tion before taking off. The ceiling 
at Springfield, Ill. was 800 feet 
with a mile of visibility and light 
fog, and at Chicago the ceiling was 
unlimited, with visibility a mile 
and a half, due to smoke. 

Pilot Zier was instructed, accord- 
ing to the Chicago & Southern 
operations department, that it was 
not necessary to land at Spring- 
field. The normal airline proce- 
dure, under such circumstances as 
obtained when he started the flight, 
would have been to climb up 
through the low hanging clouds and 
fly “on top” by radio beacon, until 
the clouds broke, somewhere north 
of Springfield. 

Carleton Putnam, president of 
Chicago & Southern Airlines, who 
was at the field shortly after the 
crash, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he was at a loss to explain 
why Pilot Zier elected to turn back 
after leaving the field headed for 
better weather. Because of the 
compteteness of the wreck and the 
lack of survivors, it is doubtful if 
Zier’s reason will ever be deter- 
mined. 

Pilots who examined the wreck- 
age and talked with the witnesses 
expressed the conviction that the 
plane and engines were functioning 
perfectly and said they doubted 
that Zier, with more than two years 
of flying on the same line and sev- 
eral thousand hours of air time to 
his credit, would have turned back 
om account of the weather, with 
which he was fully conversant when | 


he took off a few minutes before he 
decided to turn around. 

Although there was fog in many 
sections of the Middle West last 
night and some schedules on other 
lines were canceled because of it, 
airline pilots expressed the opinion 
that Zier’s takeoff was sound in 
the light of airline practice, since 
he was headed for good weather at 
the other end of the run. 

He had flown to St. Louis earlier 

in the evening, and, in the routine 
of the line, had taken over the 
northbound plane from Pilot James 
Benedict, who had left New Orleans 
at 5 p. m. and stopped at Jackson, 
Miss., and Memphis before arriving 
at St. Louis. Benedict’s run is 
from New Orleans to St. Louis and 
return. Co-Pilot Mossman, who 
was thoroughly experienced and 
sometimes acted as first pilot on 
the line, made the run all the way 
through from New Orleans to Chi- 
cago on each trip. 
Pilot Benedict reported that the 
plane was in perfect order when he 
landed at St. Louis. Mechanical 
defects are entered in the log book 
of the ship by each pilot. There 
were no entries of that nature when 
the log of the “City of Memphis” 
was picked up in the wreckage this 
morning. 


Omlie a Veteran Pilot; Zier For- 
merly at Lambert Field. 
Vernon Omlie, World War army 
officer and airplane pilot, was 
widely known in aeronautical cir- 
cles and was a familiar figure at 
all major air meets. He was about 
40 years old. He opened the first 
flying school and aircraft service 
station in Memphis, early in the 
twenties and among his students 
was Miss Phoebe Fairgraves, who 
later became his wife. 
Under the instruction of her hus- 
band she became an expert pilot, 
won two transcontinental derbies 
for women and competed in many 
aip’ shows. Mrs. Omlie is now spe- 
cial assistant for air intelligence 
to the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, a branch of the 
Bureau of Air Commerce. 
Informed this morning at Mem- 
phis of her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Omlie recalled that in Omlie’s ca- 
reer as pilot, ranging from wartime 
planes to the most modern models, 
he had never crashed a ship him- 
self. He left home last night to 
take delivery of an airplane in Chi- 
cago, to be flown by him to Mem- 
phis. 
Carl Zier, pilot of the airliner, 
formerly was stationed at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field as a pilot for Uni- 
versal Air Lines and was well 
known in aeronautical circles here. 
He learned to fly nine years ago at 
Kansas City. He is survived by his 
wife and two step-children. 
Co-pilot Russell Mossman, 30 years 
old, had flown air-mail routes in the 
southeastern section of the country 
before joining the Chicago & South- 


ern Airline about a year ago. In 
1929 he and C. E. Steele made two 
unsuccessful attempts at Chicago to 
establish endurance records.

HUNTINGDON, Pa., Aug. 6. 
Two persons were killed and 13 in- 
jured when a large Greyhound bus 
overturned twice in a driving rain- 
storm on a mountain side 12 miles 
west of Huntingdon early today. 
The bus was bound from Pittsburgh 
to New York. 

Six of the 15 passengers were 
trapped beneath the wreckage and 
rescuers worked for four hours be- 
fore the last two, women, were 
taker out. Both were conscious. 

The bus company announced the 
dead were identified as Frank Ha- 
luk, 48 years old, of Youngstown, 
O., and Miss Florence K. Corrigan, 


about 25, of Cleveland, O. 

Mrs. Martha Gray of Washington, 
Pa., and Mrs. Lois Kelly of Coal- 
port, Pa. both badly cut and 
bruised, were last to be taken from 
the wrecked carrier. 

George Kukich of Pittsburgh, 
driver and the only one of the oc- 
cupants to escape death or injury, 


it passed the crest of a hill, about 
12:30 a. m. About 75 guard posts 
were knocked down by the sway- 
ing bus before it overturned. The 
top was sheared off and rested on 
the highway. The bus rolled over 
again and stopped at right angles to 
the road. 
Woman Passenger’s Account, 

One of the woman passengers 
said: 

“We were going along in the rain 
when all of a sudden the back end 
began swaying first to one side, then 
the other. Someone screamed as 
we rolled over. That’s all I re- 
membered until I came too with 
the rain pelting down on me. 

“There was gasoline all over the 
bus and the passengers. I don’t 
know how we escaped a fire. Six 
or seven were pinned inside. 

“The driver kept going, pulling 
out those he could reach. Finally 
a car came. The motorist took 
some of the injured and phoned for 
help. 

“The only lights we had were the 
headlights. We were afraid to 
light a match because of the gaso- 
line. 

“Finally some highway patrolmen 
came. One of them climbed inside 
with a crowbar and worked for 
hours. A doctor came, too, and 
crawled inside to treat the two 
women pinned there.” 

Taking of Pictures Prevented. 

The patrolman was John Nattio 
of the Huntingdon barracks. Bus 
company executives arrived with 
constables and prevented the taking 
of pictures. 

Four large wrecking cars failed to 
budge the big bus from its position 
in an hour’s pulling.

BLACK LEGION MAN STICKS 
TO DENIAL OF FLOGGING STORY 


Frederick A. Gulley Says His Orig- 
inal Testimony Was Untrue; 
Defense Rests. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 6.—Fred- 
erick A. Gulley stood firm on cross 
examination today in his denial of 
knowledge of a Black Legion 
flogging, and the defense rested its 
case in the trial of six men on kid- 

naping and assault charges. 

Gulley, who testified a month ago 
at the preliminary examination that 
Robert Penland, a steel worker, 
was taken out and flogged by the 
Black Legion, was sharply ques- 
tioned by Prosecutor Duncan C. 
McCrea, who drew from him an ad- 
mission that he had not been 
promised immunity for his earlier 
testimony. 

Attempting to prove Penland was 
taken to the Black Legion meet- 
ing by force, McCrea asked Gul- 
ley. “Did you hit Penland on the 
arm and back as he was getting 
into the car?” 

“Yes, but it wasn’t 
though,” Gulley answered. 

Adding to his charge of a 
frame-up,” Gulley testified today 
that when he told Harry Colburn, 
investigator for McCrea, that he 
did not want to repeat the story 
he told at the examination, Col- 
burn said: “What are you trying 
to do—make a fool out of the 
Prosecutor's office?” 

Gulley said he replied: “No—I 
don’t want to send innocent men to 
jail.” 

Gulley’s attorney asked: “You 
testified earlier that you saw Pen- 
land tied to a tree and lashed. Was 
that true?” 

“It was not true,” replied Gulley. 

After the prosecution finished 
with rebuttal witnesses, the attor- 
neys waived final arguments and 
Judge Joseph A. Moynihan, who is 
trying the case without a jury, 
promised a verdict tomorrow morn- 
ing.

ANY CANDIDATE 


Not an Adjunct of Either 
Party ‘Nor an Ally of Re- 
publican,’ It Says in 
Statement. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The 
American Liberty League, which 
has protested much of the New 
Deal in the last two years, an- 
noumced last night “it will. endorse 
no candidate” or party in the Pres- 
idential campaign. 

“The League is neither an ad- 


junct nor an ally of the Republican 
Party,” said a statement by the 
League’s executive committee. 

“It is not an adjunct of the Dem- 
ocratic Party, even though many of 
its principles harmonize with the 
excellent platform adopted by that 
party in 1932 and proclaimed as ‘a 
covenant with the people to be 
faithfully kept.’ 

“Certainly the League is not an 
adjunct of the New Deal party 
which for the moment has usurped 
control of the party of Jefferson, 
Jackson, Cleveland and Wilson.” 

The committee, of which Alfred 
E. Smith is a leading member, said 
the League “will continue to em- 
phasize the protection of the rights 
of the masses which the Constitu- 
tion affords and it will be true to 
the pledge embodied in its charter 
to uphold and defend the Consti- 
tution and the courts created to 
interpret it.” 

“It has not and will not contri- 
bute to a campaign fund,” the 
statement concluded. 


“Smear” Attempt Charged. 


The statement said also: 

“It (the League) has pointed out 
the frequent instances where the 
New Deal has subversively de- 
parted from our traditional insti- 
tutions. New Deal spokesmen, 
bitterly resentful of having their 
real objectives exposed to public 
view, have attempted to smear it. 
With the opinions of such as these, 
either publicly or privately express- 
ed, the American Liberty League is 
not concerned. 

“It has refused to engage in an 
exchange of epithets with those 
who have resorted to abuse  be- 
cause they could neither refute its 
statements nor answer its argu- 
ments. The League’s executive 
committee recently called public 
attention to slanderous utterances 
of James A. Farley, a member of 
the New Deal cabinet and chair- 
man of the New Deal national com- 
mittee. It challenged Mr. Farley 
to produce proof of his absurd as- 
sertions. It has not been surprised 
that he is unable to nswer that 
challenge. 


“Hundred and Fifty Thousand.” 


“The American Liberty League 
is not merely the few who consti- 
tute its executive committee, or 
even the larger number who com- 
prise its advisory council and its 
national lawyers committee. The 
American Liberty League is each 
and all of the one hundred and 
fifty thousand men and women 
who make up its membership. 
Many of them at real _ sacrifice 
have contributed one dollar each 
to its treasury. 

“They have enlisted under its 
banner to perform a patriotic ser- 
vice. With them and with the 
whole American people the League 
has. kept faith. It will not try to 
deceive with glittering promises. 
It will not lend itself to any at- 
tempt to arouse illusory hopes 
that can ultimately bring only dis- 
appointment.”

primary election Tuesday. This was 
about 6 per cent of the total of 44,- 
390 reported “not found” in these 
precincts, and about 1 per cent of 
the total primary election vote of 
213,277. 

Apparently the ghost voters--a 
large part of those reported “not 
found” in the recanvass—were still 
“not found” as far as voting in the 
primary election was concerned, a8 
94 per cent of the “voters” in that 
classification stayed away from the 
| polls and did not attempt to vote.

were challenged by Deputy Elec- 
tion Commissioners, 2533 were per- 
mitted to vote after presenting 
proof of their identity and right 
to be listed as registered voters, 
while 319 were rejected. A total of 
137 rejections, or 40 per cent of the 
total of 319, were in the downtown 
river wards, the Fourth, Fifth and 
Sixth, where the most flagrant 
cases had been found by the 
| Post-Dispatch in its exposure of 
wholesale registration frauds. 

Most of the 2533 who were per- 
mitted to vote, according to the 
deputies’ reports, presented notices 
issued by the Election Board last 
week, after 2050 persons appeared 
at the Board offices, following the 
recanvass, and made affidavit as to 
their residence and other qualifica- 
tions to vote. Some presented or- 
ders issued by the Circuit Court 
and others householders’ affidavits, 
attested by two residents of the 
precinct, and household utility 
bills. 


Of the total of 2533 permitted to 
vote under these circumstances, 845, 
or 33 per cent, were in the Fourth, 
Fifth and Sixth wards. The largest 
number of persons challenged and 
permitted to vote was in the eighth 
precinct of Senator Mike Kinney’'s 
Fifth Ward, where 111 were allowed 
to vote and only three rejected.

Forrest Towns, Georgia's ace 
timber-topper, earned the only first 
place for the invaders from the 
United States, capturing the 110- 
meter high hurdle championship in 
14.2 seconds, but America picked 
up enough other scoring places to 
boost its team total by 25 points to 
a grand total of 153. 

Germany, furnishing the javelin 
throw champion in Bernhardt 
Stoeck, the first time in Olympis 
history this particular crown elud- 
ed the Scandinavian countries, held 
second place with 54% points. Ja- 
pan, scoring 16 points in the hop, 
step and jump, in which Naoto 
Tajima lifted the world record to 
16 meters, 52 feet, 5 15-16 inches, 
moved closer to third place Fin- 
land, the point -totals being 41% 
and 34 13-22, respectively. 


Lovelock Sets World Mark. 

Jack Lovelock’s record-smashing 
victory in the classic 1500-meter 
race played small part in the team 
race, but it remained as the out- 
standing performance of another 
dizzy day of competition. The New 
Zealander was clocked in new 
world record time og 3:47.8, as he 
led Glenn Cunningham, Luigi Bec- 
cali and Archie San Romani to the 
tape in that order. 

America’s three quarter-milers all 
qualified for the 400-meter semi- 
finals. Jimmie Lu Valle of Los An 
geles turned in the fastest heat, 
47.6, as Archie Williams and Har- 
old Smallwood also qualified. 

In the only women’s track and 
field final of the day, Trebisondia 
Valla of Italy won the 80-meter 
hurdle title as Germany, picking 
up six points, took an apparently 
commanding lead for the unofficial 
team championship. 

Meanwhile the United States rep- 
resentatives in the modern pentath- 
lon competition won the unoffi- 
cial team title as Charles Leonard 
finished second, Alfred Starbird 
seventh and Lieut. Fred Weber 
ninth. The individual champion 
was Gotthardt Handrick of Ger- 
many. 

Soccer and Field Hockey. 

In soccer, Peru and Great Brit- 
ain scored victories, the former 
tripping Finland, 7—3, while Great 
Britain was beating China, 2—0, 
Holland’s field hockey team defeat- 
ed Switzerland, 4—1, and Germany 
defeated Denmark, 6—0. In polo, 
Hungaty defeated Germany, 16—6, 
in a replay of their tie earlier in 
the competition.

Towns’ victory gave the United 
States a sweep in the timber-top- 
ping events. Previously, Glenn 
Hardin of Greenwood, Miss., cap- 
tured the 400-meter low hurdle title. 

Don Finlay of Great Britain was 
second and Fritz Pollard Jr., Chi- 
cago Negro, third. 

Clocked in 14.2 seconds, Towns 
equaled the listed world record 
shared by American Southerners, 
Percy Beard and Al Moreau. Towns 
won his semi-final heat earlier this 
afternoon in record-breaking time 
of 14.1 seconds. 

It was the second time in the day 
Towns lowered the Olympic record 
of 144 seconds set by the late 
Gearge Saling during the 1932 
Olympic trials at Los Angeles. 

Towns completed his winning 
streak as decisively as he began 
it, beating Finlay and Pollard in 
a closing rush to make up for a 
slightly uncertain start. 

Pollard led for nearly 80 meters 
and then his leg caugnt the next to 
the last barrier, costing him second 
place by a margin of inches as both 
he and Finlay were clocked in 144 
seconds, equaling the former 
Olympic mark. 

Towns’ finishing burst had his 
rivals staggering, especially Erik 
Lidman of Sweden, who was a dis- 
appointing fourth. The Georgian, 
second from the inside, was sand- 
wiched in between Finlay and Lid- 
man, while Pollard was on the out- 
side.

BERLIN, Aug. 6. Gotthardt 
Handrick, oberleutenant in the 
German air force, today won the 
modern pentathion championship 
of the eleventh Olympic Games as

total of 31.5 points as Charles F. 
Leonard of St. Petersburg, Fila., 
completed the five-event test in 
second place with 39.5 points, 

Alfred D. Starbird of Burlington, 
Vt., was seventh with 67.5 and L. T. 
Fred Weber of West Point, N. Y., 
ninth with 79. 

Leonard, third in the aggregate 
standing after the first four events, 
caught and passed Sven Thofelt of 
Sweden in today’s final test, a 4000- 
meter cross-country run. Leonard 
finished sixth in this event in 14 
minutes 17.8 seconds, while Thofelt, 
finishing twenty-fourth in the run, 
dropped back into fourth place in 
the final standings. Abba of Italy, 
clocked in 14:11.2 in the run, took 
third place in the aggregate stand- 
ings. 

Starbird also made a magnificent 
showing on the final day. He ran 
a marvelous race although suffer- 
ing from a foot injury, finished 
seventh and then had to be carried 
to the Olympic village for medical 
treatment. Starbird’s performance 
in the run enabled him to move up 
from ninth to seventh position in 
the final standings. )

Perhaps the toe spring motivat- 
ed by the back-of-the-leg muscles 
is even more important in the high 
jump, in which Cornelius Johnson, 
California Negro, was first in the 
Olympics, At the takeoff a high 
jumper would have an advantage 
in spring, and also possibly an ad- 
| vantage in the relatively greater 
length of legs. 

“If this superiority in muscles 
controlling running and jumping 
has put the Negroes ahead of ath- 
letes of other races, why aren't 
there more long distance Negro 
stars at 1500 meters and up?” Dr. 
Williams was asked. 

“Perhaps it’s because the white 
man’s longer muscles and shorter 
tendons are more efficient in a 
longer race,” he replied. 

“Personally, I’m inclined to con- 
sider other aspects of the Negro’s 
athletic success.” 

The doctor told of an article in 
Harper's Magazine by Frederick 
Lewis Allen, who wrote: “Possib- 
ly Negroes are especially well fit- 
ted emotionally for the sort of 
brief terrific effort which sprints 
and jumps require.” 


The First 10-Second Man. 

Mentioning that the ability of the 
Negro in sprints is not new, as the 
| first man in England to run 100

‘as a “colored gentleman,” Allen 
|labeled the Negroes’ recent rise as 
a sociological phenomenon.

GREEK CABINET SHAKEN 
UP IN FlGril ON REDS 


Premier Adds to His Powers— 
Says Martial Law Will 
Continue. 


By the Associated Press. 


ATHENS, Aug. 6.—A reorganized 
Greek Cabinet, pledged to full sup- 
port of Premier John Metaxas, di- 
rected today a nationwide attempt 
to suppress Communism. Martial 
law continued. 

The 24-hour general strike called 
by Leftist trade unions which pre- 
cipitated proclamation of martial 
law, dissolution of Parliament and 
mobilizationeof public service work- 
ers, was termed a “complete fail- 
ure.” 

A semi-official agency reported 
the walkout collapsed after the 
Government, with full approval 
from King George II, instituted 
stern measures against a “com- 
munistic plot.” 

Premier Metaxas, in the new Cab- 
inet lineup, took over the portfolios 
of the army, navy, air and foreign 
affairs as well as retaining his 
position at the head of the admin- 
istrative body. 

As his assistant he named Con- 
stantine Zavitsanos, former presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Zavitsanos, becoming deputy pre- 
mier, also assumed the ministries of 
finance and national economy. 

George Skylakakis, close associate 
of Metaxas, was appointed Minis- 
ter of the Interior. 

Reports from the country said 
the situation was quiet and nor- 
mal. 

“I call on everyone for obedience 
to the state and discipline,” the 
Premier declared. “I declare in the 
same categorical manner that any 
reaction against the national work 
of Greek revival will be imme- 
diately suppressed.” 

He announced martial law would 
be strictly enforced until the na- 
tion was “secure against Com- 
munist agitation.” The whole na- 
tion, he added, must be “dis- 
ciplined.” 

He promised workers an eight- 
hour day, a minimum wage and 
institution of a social insurance 
system. 

Government warships at Salonika 
today began a clean-up of alleged 
Communist leaders in this seaport 
by arresting recalcitrants and es- 
tablishing a rigid newspaper cen- 
sorship. The vessels Condouriotis 
and Aetos arrived under orders to 
quash any Red movement in the 
Salonika region. Those arrested in- 
cluded the Mayor-elect of a subur- 
ban community and Col. Bakirdijis, 
a participant in the quickly-quashed 
Republican insurrection of 1935.

Missouri voters cast more than 
1,000,000 ballots in the primary elec- 
tion Tuesday, and apparently es- 
tablished a new voting record for 
a nominating election in the State, | 
despite the fact the election fol- 
lowed an unusually quiet campaign. 

Based on unofficial returns from 
all but 178 of the 4277 voting pre- 
cincts in the State, and estimates 
of the vote in precincts not report- 
ed in the unofficial tabulation, the 
total likely will exceed 1,050,000. 
The previous high total for a Mis- 
souri primary was 1,007,405 votes, 
cast in the 1932 primary election. 

Late returns made little change 
in the top-heavy leads pileii up by 
Major Lloyd C. Stark of Louisiana, 
and former Attorney General Jesse 
W. Barrett of St. Louis, respective- 
ly the Democratic and Republican 
nominees for Governor. 


Non-Partisan Candidate. 

They will be joined in the elec- 
tion campaign by a third conten- 
der, Otto C. Botz of Jefferson City, 
who filed by petition as a non- 
partisan candidate for Governor. 
Botz, former part owner of a 
printing company which held 
State printing contracts during 
three Republican State administra- 
tions, hertofore has not been ac- 
tive in politics. 

Returns from 4099-¢o0f the 4277 
precincts gave Stark 521,255 votes 
for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, and his opponent, Wil- 
liam Hirth of Columbia, 175,118. 
Stark’s lead on these returns was 
346,137 and his final majority like- 
ly will be between 350,000 and 360,- 
000 


Jesse W. Barrett’s plurality for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor will be about 175,000, based 
on the unofficial returns. Reports 
from 3593 precincts gave him 207,- 
888 votes; James J. Barrett of St. 
Louis, 43,502, and Claude L. Lam- 
bert of Kansas City, 38,605. 

Heavy voting in St. Louis and 
Jackson County, including Kansas 
City, largely was responsible for the 
unexpected high total for the State. 
The two metropolitan centers cast 
a total of 412,962 votes for guber- 
natorial candidates, or nearly 40 
per cent of the anticipated total 
for the State. This included 199,685 
votes in Jackson County, including 
Kansas City, and 213,277 in St. 
Louis, which has approximately 
double the population of Kansas 
City. 

Both the St. Louis and Jackson 
County totals were new highs, for 
primaries. The T. J. Pendergast 
Democratic machine of Kansas City, 
which backed Stark, rolled up 165,- 
946 votes for him. This, with the 
5760 count announced for Hirth, 
made a total of 171,706 Democratic 
votes in Jackson County. The Re- 
publican total there was 27,979. 

In St. Louis the Democratic vote 
on gubernatorial candidates totaled 
136,862, of which 112,482 were for 
Stark and 24380 for Hirth. The 
Republican vote aggregated 76,415, 
of which Jesse W. Barrett received 
59,260. 

Anti-Boss Issue in Campaign. 

Barrett will carry on in the elec- 
tion campaign with the Pendergast 
“anti-boss” issue, which he stressed 
in his pre-primary campaign, and 
which was used unsuccessfully by 
Hirth in the latter’s campaign 
against Stark. :

ARMS PEDDLERS FLOCK 
T0 SPANISH REBEL BASE 


Gen. Mola’s Officers Say They 
Are in Market for 
Planes.

AT REBEL HEADQUARTERS, 
BURGOS, Spain, Aug. 6. — Staff 
officers under Gen. Emilio Mola, 
Fascist rebel commander on _ the 
northern front, told airplane sales. 
men today that they were in the 
market for fighting planes and 
would pay good prices. 

Already a horde of salesmen has 
descended on the insurgent head- 
quarters. Three foreigners arrived 
by plane to try to sell goods to the 
rebel forces. 

Some salesmen were termed job 
lot peddlers of armaments. Others 
were reported offering cash to fi- 
nance the rébellion in return for 
contracts and trade concessions in 
the event the rebels win. 

Fascist officers declared many of 
the “salesmen” were trying to ex- 
act rebel promises for generous 
slices in the oil trade if the insur- 
gents assume power. 

An offer of assistance to the rebel 
cause from Prince Juan, heir pre- 
sumptive to the Spanish throne, was 
refused by Gen. Mola, who ordered 
immediate arrest of any member of 
the former royal family who ap- 
pears inside the rebel lines. 


The insurgent commander ordered 
the Prince of the Asturias to return 
to France within 12 hours or face 
arrest, said Maj. Roga Mores, one 
of the General’s staff. 

Four air tourists arrived at 
Burgos “just to watch the shoot- 
ing.” They were Gordon: Selfridge 
Jr., son of the American owner of 
a London department store; Miss 
Peggy Shannon of Rochester, N. 
Y., and Viscount and Viscountess 
Jacques de Sibour, sister and broth- 
er-in-law of young Selfridge.

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ALBERTA BEGINS CIRCULATING | 
SOCIAL CREDIT CERTIFICATES 


First Issue of 250,000 Dollar Bills 
Goes Mostly te Provincial 
Workers. 

By the Associated Press. 

EDMONTON, Alta, Aug. 6— 
Circulation of the Alberta social 
credit government’s first issue of 
prosperity certificates began yes- 
terday—250,000 bills each with the 
face value of $1. 

One of the first purchases with 
certificates was made by Lucien 
Maynard, minister without portfolio 
in charge of certificates. He spent 
$1.87. He received legal tender 
money in change, but other persons 
will be given a credit slip for the 
difference between the purchase 
price and the amount of the certifi- 
cate tendered. 

All of the first issue, except a 

portion sold to souvenir hunters 
and a few bought by the minister, 
was sent to provincial constituen- 
cies to be paid to workers as July 
wages on various construction 
projects. . 
‘ On each certificate a 1 per cent 
stamp must be affixed Aug. 12 and 
every week thereafter during its 
two-year life. 

The certificates, 6 inches long and 


3% inches wide, will be valid only 
if stamps are affixed for as many 
full weeks as have elapsed since 
the date of issue. By Aug. 3, 1938, 
if stamps are attached’ every week, 
there will be 104 stamps on each 
certificate- and each will be re- 
deemed by the provincial treasurer 
for $1 in legal tender. 

Although Premier William Aber- 
hart has emphasized the certificates 
were issued only to provide pur- 
chasing power to those who have, 
no purchasing power, Cabinet min- 
isters have offered to take part of 
their salaries in certificates as ges- 
tures of confidence in the ability 
of certificates to circulate. May- 
nard announced a definite arrange- 
ment for ministers to receive some 
of their salaries in certificates 
would be made by the end of Au- 


gust.

PARIS, Aug. 6—France today 
lined up seven European nations, 
including Great Britain, Germany, 
Russia and Italy, behind her pro- 
posal for a non-intervention policy 


in Spain's civil war in an effort to 
insure a continued peace of the 
Continent. 

The other nations approving “in 
principle” a hands-off policy in 
Spain's fratricidal conflict were Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Both the Soviets and Italy at- 
tached reservations to their com- 
plete accord. 

Sources close to the Government 
said the French foreign office, agi- 
tated for days over the possibili- 
ty of a general European confla- 
gration growing out of Spain's 
civil war, would try immediately 
for a practical application of the 
neutrality policy. 

Diplomatic sources said new 
notes would be dispatched to in- 
terésted powers proposing the pro- 
hibition of shipments of arms, mu- 
nitions, airplanes, warships or any 
other war materials to Spain prop- 
er or to Spanish Morocco, the seat 
of the revolutionary movement. 

Italians List Points. 

In Rome, Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
Italian Foreign Minister, communi- 
cated Italy’s reply to Charles Cham- 
brun, French Ambassador. Shortly 
afterward an official communique 
listing the four points of Italian 
adherence was issued. It said:

GET THE FACTS. 
Gov. Landon sent a message to the Young Repub- 
licans of Illinois recently in which he said, quoting 
from his acceptance speech: “The record shows that 


and the record shows that the primary need today is 
jobs for the unemployed.” 

There is an inaccuracy in that statement which 
may, without captiousness, be pointed out. It is 
the word record. There is no record today of the un- 
employment situation. ‘There was no record in 1933. 
The country has never had an officially ascertained 
set of facts showing the volume of unemployment. 

That the unemployment situation in 1933 was de- 
plorable was not questioned then, and it is not ques- 
tioned now. But the facts were never compiled. That 
the situation is serious today may also be accepted, 
but the general conditions are different. 

The country was at low ebb, industrially, in 1933. 
Since then, there has been conspicuous improvement. 
Good news is pouring in from many fronts. In the 
Pist-Dispatch the other day was a column on cor- 
poration earnings for the first half of 1936. Seventeen 
business houses reported increased activity and in- 
creased income. 

General Motors led off, with the cheerful tidings 
that the second quarter of this year was the best since 
fabulous 1929. On Mondaf# this company declared an 
extra dividend of 75 cents a share on its common 
stock, in addition to its regular quarterly dividend of 
50 cents. This means a distribution of $54,875,000 to 
the common stockholders. The regular quarterly div- 
idend of $1.25 on the preferred stock was declared, 
which means a disbursement of $1,718,750. 

Other industrial units spoke in similar vein. Stan- 
dard Oil of Indiana announced an extra 25 cents on 
its capital stock besides the usual quarterly dividend. 
International Nickel of Canada and the Collins & Aik- 
man Corporation passed out extras. From the utility 
field American Cities Power & Light announced re- 
sumption of dividends. The books of the du Ponts 
showed a net income in round numbers of’$24,000,000 
for the first six months of the year, as against $18,- 
000,000 for the corresponding period, of 1935. 

The economists have insisted all through the de- 
pression that there could be no basic recovery so long 
as the durable goods industries remained ill or slug- 
gish. Some of those industries are now back in their 
stride. United States Steel, long recognized as the 
“barometer,” is employing 492,000 persons. This is 
the largest payroll it ever has had, according to the 
American Iron and Steel Institute—larger by some 
40,000 than that of 1929. The entire automobile in- 
dustry is having its second best year. 

It seems illogical that unemployment should show 
no abatement commensurate with the upturn in pro- 
duction. It is true, of course, that technology has 
made .remarkable advances in many industries, with 
the result that the machine has increasingly taken 
the place of the man. The problem thus posed may 
admit of no immediate solution, whatever the ulti- 
mate result. It is true, too, that youth has come up 
in great numbers—an army of 56,000,000, it is said, 
looking for work. But do these factors—the machine 
and the new workers—account for the negligible re- 
duction in the number of the unemployed? 

We should not be obliged to speculate about the 
realities of unemployment. We ought to have the 
facts. Gen. Hugh Johnson repeated in his column 
the other day what he has frequently said: that the 
facts of unemployment could be obtained quickly and 
accurately by the wartime methods successfully used 
in registering men for the draft.

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LOW-COST HOUSING: AN UNSOLVED PROBLEM. 

The problem of low-cost housing has not been 
solved. Even with the aid of a Government subsidy, 
it has not been solved. The extensive and much-pub- 
licized Techwood Homes slum-clearance project, at 
Atlanta, Ga., shows how far away the country still is 
from a solution. 3 

This great structure occupies 11 square blocks, for- 
merly slums, and will house 604 families. It was 
built at a cost of $3,000,000. of which 45 per cent was 
a subsidy from the Government. But consider the 
rental scale at Techwood. The lowest base rate is 
$16.40 per month for a three-room apartment. The 
charge for heat, hot water, cooking fuel and refriger- 
ation is $5.95 additional; total, $22.35. This is a lower 
rate than in private enterprise of equal facilities, it is 
true. It represents, however, 38 per cent of a $700

Estate Boards. Summarizing the FHA statement, 
Business Week says: “Until houses are built that 
people can buy, rather than the kind that the indus- 
try likes to build, complete recovery is not in sight.”

THE DEMOCRATIC VOTE. 

Impressive as the record-breakifig total of more 
than 1,000,000 ballots is, there is a figure in the Mis- 
sourl primary even more noteworthy than the grand 
total. That is the immensity of the Democratic vote. 
Final returns are expected to show that the Demo- 
cratic total has exceeded 725,000, and this will mean 
that for every Republican ballot cast, more than two 
voters elected to participate in the Democratic selec- 
tions. 

How strong this makes the Democratic ticket in 
Missouri can be better judged if we recall the party 
totals in the primaries in the comparable years of 
1928 and 1932. 

Bight years ago, when the late Francis M. Wilson 
was nominated to run against Henry 8. Caulfield, the 
Democratic primary vote for Governor was-only 346,- 
000 as against 348,000 for the Republican candidates. 
Four years later, with Wilson again a candidate, the 
Democratic primary vote was increased to 618,000, a 
gain of 272,000. That year the Republican field, in- 
cluding Edward H. Winter, who was nominated, could 
not muster more than 361,000, only 13,000 more votes 
than in 1928. 

This mounting Democratic vote corresponds, of 
course, with the risé to State power of Boss Pender- 
gast’s Kansas City machine. The Napoleon of the 
Missouri Democracy was strong in 1928, much strong- 
er in 1932 and still stronger in 1936. He was ill in 
New York City Tuesday, but his cohorts back home 
turned in a day’s work that could hardly have been 
surpassed if the boss himself had been directing every 
move. é 

The Pendergast machine has come very close to, if 
it has not already reached, the saturation point in 
Kansas City. Polling 173,000 votes to approximately 
28,000 for the Republicans, the Jackson County Demo- 
cratic organization accounted for the lion’s share of 
approximately 200,000 primary ballots. The latest 
Federal census figures give Jackson County a popula- 
tion of 470,000. The registration for the primary was 
273,000. This means that an average of more than 
one out of every two living persons was listed as eli- 
gible to vote. If the ages of those who live in Jack- 
son County are distributed so as to make this legally 
possible, society in.the bailiwick of Boss Tom is con- 
stituted differently from that in any other large city.

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FORTUNE LOOKS AT ILLINOIS. 

The current issue of Fortune magazine contains a 
most illuminating article on political methods in a 
large city. Brightly written and presenting a wealth 
of readable detail, the article deals with the Kelly- 
Nash machine of Chicago, but much that it reveals 
applies to other cities as well. St. Louisans who read 
it will find that false registration is just one of some 
13 ways of getting the “right” answer from the ballot 
box. Others include: stuffing the box, “weighing” the 
box, cheating on the count, erasures, spilling the bal- 
lots, substituting a new tally sheet, manipulating the 
line, purchase of voters and so on. 

The article pays this tribute to Gov. Horner: 

In a State that contains Cook County, with its 
98,000 families on relief, he has kept the budget 
balanced—a feat far more remarkable than Lan- 
don’s in rural Kansas. 

The point is a legitimate one. Illinois in 1930 con- 
tained more than 7,600,000 people—more than four 
times the 1,800,000 of Kansas. Moreover, Lllinois is 
largely industrial while Kansas is predominantly ag- 
ricultural. Obviously, it was more of an undertaking 
to balance the budget in Illinois than in Kansas. 

We do not intend to detract in the least from any 
credit to which Gov. Landon is entitled on his record, 
but there can be no question that there are other 
Governors, Horner of Illinois for one, who are en- 
titled to as much or more credit for their accomplish- 
ments under worse conditions. 
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MISSOURI SHOULD BE NEXT. 

Illinois cities with election boards have begun to 
operate under the permanent registration law passed 
at the last session of the Illinois Legislature. From 
now on the registration lists will be open for day-to- 
day revision at the election board offices upon appli- 
cation of the voter. Periodic registration days, costly 
and without protection against fraud, are a thing of 
the past. Missouri should be the next State to adopt 
this sensible, economical reform. After the disclosure 
of wholesale fraud in our present wasteful system, an 
adequate permanent registration law should follow 
just as naturally as dawn follows dark. Enactment 
of such a statute can be set down as Duty No. 1 of 
the next session of the Missouri Legislature. 
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THIRTY YEARS OR SOONER. 

Talking about finances a short time ago, J. Pierpont 
Morgan ventured that private property could not 
survive the present scale of governmental spending, 
that 30 years of it would see everybody stony broke. 
Taking up the thread of the conversation on his re- 
turn from Europe the other day, John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. remarked that the estimate was conservative, that 
Mr. Morgan had given our fortunes “a good, long 
time.” 

Neither of the gentlemen seemed at all perturbed 
by the prospect, though, goodness knows, we should 
think they would be. To contemplate the confiscation 
of their estates with such equanimity, with such a 
fatalistic lack of emotion—well, Epictetus in his top 
form could not have spoken the lines with finer 
aplomb. 

But if this is what the ultra-rich are heading into, 
just what is in store for the numerous class dwelling 
under the vague but respectable auspices of comfort- 
able circumstances? What’ about those citizens of 
the economic “middle border,” equally remote from 
dazziing temples of Mammon and the fanged, ravenous 
wolf of poverty?

examine the methods of criminal law ad- 

ministration im three of the countries of 
Western Europe—Great Britain, Belgium 
and France. I hoped to learn how the prob- 
lem of crime presents itself in other coun- 
tries, and to ascertain what methods have 
there been devised to deal with it; and, 
through a comparison of foreign methods 
with our own, to secure some understanding 
of the reason for our failures, and a sounder 
confidence in the reasons for our successes. 

It would be impossible, in the/compass of 
this brief discussion, to give @ full report 
of the results of those studies, but there are 
one or two impressions that stand out, and 
which I think will be of interest. 

During the trip, I inquired concerning the 
number of prisoners in the countries I vis- 
ited. In England and Wales, I found, there 
are about 11,000 persons in penal confinement, 
in Belgium about 4000 and in France be- 
tween 30,000 and 35,000. For the United States 
the appalling figure is about 220,000. In 
other words, on an adjusted basis of rela- 
tive population, the United States has seven 


[- the summer of 1935, I went abroad to 


‘times as many persons in prison as England, 


four times as many as Belgium and more 
than twice as many as France. This is a 
staggering and discreditable fact. 

These statistics are, of course, subject to 
certain explanations, but these explanations 
do not alter the ultimate fact. It has been 
suggested, for example, that certain acts 
punishable as crimes in the United States are 
not thus dealt with on the continent of 
Europe, such as drug addiction, drunkenness 
and certain sex offenses. It is further sug- 
gested that about five-sixths of all the auto- 
mobiles in the world are in the United States 
and that offenses growing out of misuse of 
the motor car account for a substantia! por- 
tion of our crime. Again, it is suggested that 
our problem of assimilating diverse strains 
into our citizenship is responsible in some 
degree for the situation under discussion. 

” « > 

Some foreign observers point out that pris- 
on sentences in the United States are longer 
than those in foreign countries, and thus our 
prison population accumulates. Still others 
have suggested that our traditional insist- 
ence upon the rights of the individual has at 
times militated against control of persons 
of anti-social behavior, that sound guaran- 
tees have far too often been debauched and 
diverted from their original purpose. An- 
other explanation offered is that apprehen- 
sion and punishment are more swift and cer- 
tain abroad than in the United States. 

Doubtless there is some truth in all of 
these suggestions, but the fact remains that 
we have an immense and disproportionate 
prison population that is increasing all the 
time. Therefore, in a national sense, can it 
be argued that we have met our crime prob- 
lem as well as these European countries have 
met theirs? 

It is true that we have made great prog- 
ress. We have apprehended and imprisoned 
notorious kidnapers, bank robbers and extor- 
tionists, We have improved our facilities. 
We have strengthened our law-enforcing 
agencies. We. have secured greater co-opera- 
tion. But a mere giance at the problem 
shows how much remains to be done, 


While I was in Paris I attended a murder 
trial at the Assize Court for the District of 
the Seine, which suggested to me that in 
France and elsewhere there is no such 
abuse of bail as is all too common in the 
United States. When a man is charged with 
a crime and placed in detention until brought 
to trial, he is anxious to have his case heard. 
His attorneys are not interested in postfone- 
ments and legal technicalities. In the Unit- 
ed States, when a defendant charged with 
a serious offense is admitted to bail, it is all 
too often a fact that public opinion becomes 
indifferent, witnesses disappear, die or lose 
their memories and the initiative of prosecu- 
tion is dissipated. 

. s . 

I would not suggest that the bail system 
be abandoned, but those who desire to im- 
preve the administration of criminal jus- 
tice in the United States might well turn 
their attention to the outrages committed 
against justice in abuse of the privilege of 
bail—an abuse that so often has no other 
result than to permit guilty persons to escape 
punishment. 

When I was abroad, tn the conferences 
which I was privileged to hold with Min- 
isters, Judges and police officials, I heard 
frequent expressions of incredulous surprise 
when I explained to them the ease with 
which criminals in the United States are able 
to secure possession of lethal weapons. 

None expects, of course, that criminals will 
step up and register their weapons, but I do 
expect that all honest citizens will be willing 
to have their weapons registered, so that 
when a criminal is caught with an unreg- 
istered weapon, he will be deemed guilty of 
a serious offense. There is no legitimate 
reason for an individual to have possession 
of a machine gun, nor do I believe that there 
can be legitimate objection to having all 
classes of lethal weapons placed under regis- 
tration. 

There is no magic formula for dealing with 
crime, nor do I ever expect to find one. 
I take great pride in what the Department 
of Justice has accomplished since the legis- 
lation enacted in Congress gave us the pow- 
er and the means to deal with the criminal 
operations of individuals and gangs, whose 
activities had made American justice a sub 
ject of wonder to the rest of the world. We 
hope to do better and better as time goes on.

The attitude of our people has undergone 
a wholesome change, The gangster is no 
longer glorified, but public admiration and 
gratitude go out to those who, taking their 
lives in their hands, seek to enforce the laws 
that are our common protection. And this 
publi¢ opinion, which impinges not upon the 
Federal Government alone, is beginning to 
affect all governmental authorities through- 
out the nation. 

There is a demand for action in each par- 
ticular jurisdiction, for the most expert co- 
ordination of which the authorities are capa- 
ble. I believe that all law enforcement of- 
ficers should give these expectations an un- 
reserved welcome, for there is thus provided 
the encouragement and stimulation without 
which an administration of justice such as 
befits the dignity ef American life cannot be 
attained.

“When ambitious men form a 
dual, rival organization for the pur- 
pose of forcing the acceptance of 
minority rule within the American 
Federation of Labor the executive 
council decides they cannot do so 
within and as a part of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.” 

Issue at Next Convention. 

In reply to a question, Green said 
the suspension would be “automatic 
and indefinite.” However, he added 
that the issue undoubtedly would 
be presented at the next convention. 

“Will the delegates of the sus- 
pended unions be allowed to vote 
on it?” he was asked. “That will 
be up to the convention,” he re- 
plied. 

“But will their delegates be a part 
of the convention, or do you mean 
it will be up to the other two-thirds 
of the convention?” “I told you it 
would be up to the convention— 
and that’s my answer,” he roared. 

“Well, who will decide what con- 
stitutes the convention—who is en- 
titled to sit in it during these delib- 
erations?” “Why, the credentials 
committee—like it does in any other 
convention!” he shouted. , 

Finally Admits He Names It. 

“And who appoints the creden- 
tials committee?” “I resent that 
question. I challenge the sincerity 
of that question. You know who 
appoints them.” A dozen reporters 
chorused that, as a matter of fact, 
they ‘didn’t know, and would like 
to, because apparently that might 
determine whether the delegates of 
the suspended unions would be al- 
lowed to particpiate. 

“Under the law of the federation, 
I appoint them,” Green finally re- 
plied. ° 

He was asked whether, as a mem- 
ber of a suspended union (the Mine 
Workers) he would be qualified to 
serve as president of the federation. 
He conceded that he would not un- 
less he joined another union. In 
somewhat better humor he re- 
marked: 

“Maybe I'll go in the Newspaper 
Guild—I’m an editor.” Told that 
editors are not eligible under some 
circumstances, he said: “Well, I 
can get demoted, and be a sub- 
editor.” That was all and the re- 
porters trooped across the street. 

Lewis Waiting With Statement. 

Lewis was not only waiting, but 
had his statement prepared. It 
must have been written before the 
council voted. In fact, he admitted 
later that it had been. Here it is: 

“An act of increditable and crass 
stupidity. An act dictated by per- 
sonal selfishness and frantic fear.

Peach Custard. 

One package of vanilla flavored 
rennet dessert powder. 

Two cups of milk. 

One fresh peach sliced. 

Peel and slice the peach. Sugar 
and allow to remain one to two 
hours.

‘Kind of Material Canned Dictates the Method 
to Be Used for Best 
Results. 


THIRD ARTICLE. 

Processing is the application of 
heat to material to such a degree 
that it will remain fit for consump- 
tion. Successful processing must 
result in canned foods if they are 
to be stored. Methods of processing 
depend upon the kinds of materials

which are being canned. 

The Hot Water bath which re- 
quires boiling temperature is rec- 
ommended for fruits and acid vege- 
tables such as tomatoes, rhubarb, 
pickled beets and ripe pimientos 
since temperatures higher than boil- 
ing tend to injure the delicate color 
and texture of these materials. It 
is most important that the jars or 
cans be far enough apart and that 
the fack on which they are sup- 
ported is so arranged that the water 
can circulate freely around them. 
The water in the canner should be 
boiling before jars or cans are put 
into it. The glass jars must be hot 
either from preheating in water or 
from filling with hot materials to 
prevent breakage. Place the rub- 


| dere in position, adjust the caps 


and partially seal while boiling hot. 
When the jars are in the level of 
the water should come over the 
tops. Processing time is reckoned 
from the time that the water begins 
to boil vigorously. 

As soon as processing time is up, 
remove the jars or cans from the 
water. If jars were not sealed com- 
pletely before processing seal wire 
clamp jars before removing from 
canner and all others immediately 
afterward. Place jars s0 they 
will cool quickly to room tempera- 
ture but keep out of drafts. Plunge 
tin cans at once into cold water. 

Processing With Steamer. 

Processing foods with a steamer 
is slightly different. The water 
in the steamer should be kept boil- 
ing so that sufficient live steam is 
circulated. The jars or cans are 
placed far apart to permit the steam 
to circulate freely among them. 
Count the time for processing just 
as for the hot water bath. Remove 
the containers at the end of process- 
ing time and treat in the same man- 
ner as those removed’ from water 
bath. 

In using the oven for canning the 
principle of placing the jars or 
containers far enough apart for 
heat to circulate is the same as in 
the other methods. Count the time 
as soon as the jars are placed in 
the oven and process for half again 
as long as the period used for 
steamer or water bath. The jars 
should be placed in a shallow pan 
in a preheated oven. In using an 
electric oven the top heating ele- 
ment should not be used. At the 
end of processing period the 
should be removed from the oven, 
completely sealed and allowed to 
cool. 

Care should be taken not to seal 
the jars too securely before they 
are placed in the oven if the mate- 
rial is not boiling as they will ex- 
plode. 

With the Pressure Cooker. 

Pour boiling water into the can- 
ner until the level is just below 
the rack that holds the jars. Be 
sure that there is enough to pre- 
vent boiling dry during processing. 
When the canner has been filled, 
adjust the cover and fasten secure- 
ly. In case the cover is fastened 
by several clamps, fasten those op- 
posite each other moderately tight, 
one pair at a time and then go 
back over over the whole set and 
tighten each pair. 

No steam should escape anywhere 
except at-the petcock. Allow the 
petcock to remain open until steam 
escapes from it in a steady stream 
for seven minutes, which indicates 
that no air remains inside. Close 
the petcock so that only a trace of 
steam can escape. Some cooks 
prefer to close the petcock entirely 
in small canners to avoid any dan- 
ger of boiling dry. 

Now let the pressure rise until 
the gauge registers the pressure 
indicating the desired temperature. 
Count the time from the moment 
the desired temperature and press- 
ure are reached. Maintain a reg- 
ular pressure during the processing 


period by regulating the source of 
_ heat carefully. Fluctuations in 
| pressure are to be avoided in any 
|case since a loss of liquid in the 
containers may result. A sudden 
| drop in pressure through cooling or 
| release of steam also may cause 
this. It is especiajly important to 
avoid having the pressure go so 
high that the safety valve releases 
_ the steam suddenly. Nor should 
| the steam be allowed to escape sud- 
|denly by opening the petcock. At 
| the end of the processing period 
|Temove the canner from the fire 
and proceed according to the fol- 
lowing directions adapted to jars 
| Or cans: 

| iL When using glass jars, No. 3 
or No. 10 cans, allow the canner to 
cool until the steam gauge regis- 
ters zero before opening the petcock 
and then open gradually. This is 
to prevent too sudden a drop in 
pressure, which would cause the 
liquid te blow out of the jars. Al- 
low the jars to cool as quickly as 
| possible to room temperature away 


from drafts, but with the air cir- | 


culating freely around them. Then 
invert for a short time to test the 
seal. 

_ 2 If tin cans smaller than those 
| indicated are used, open the pet 
| cock wide at once and allow the 
| Steam to escape rapidly. Remove 
| the cans from the canner and 
| Plunge them into cold running 
| water if possible. If this is not 
avaliable change the water as soon 
(as it becomes warm. The more 
rapidly the cans are cooled the less 
‘danger there is of overcooking the 
product. Watch carefully for air 
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jars| 


bubbles that indicate imperfect 
sealing. Leakers should be opened, 
the contents heated and repacked 
in other cans, and processed again 


as at first. 
Check Results. 

All canned products in the same 
batch should be marked so they can 
be distinguished. Examine in- 
verted glass jars for leakage. Hold 
canned products at room tempera- 
ture for a week or 10 days, where 
they can be examined at least once 
a day to be sure that they are 
keeping. If the contents of any 
jars or cans show signs of spoil- 
age, examine all of that lot care- 
fully. After this observation 
period, store the canned goods in 
a cool place. A short storage at 
rather high temperature serves to 
bring out quickly defects that 
might not be noticed if the prod- 
ucts were stored at a lower tem- 
perature. Results can thus be 
checked up and methods improved. 

All foods should be inspected be- 
fore their prepaartion for the 
table. Canned food is no exception 
to this rule. Spoilage in canned 
food is due either to understeriliza- 
tion or improper sealing. If the 
directions given here are followed, 
spoilage should not occur. Never- 
theless, it is recommended that 
samples from each lot be held in 
a warm place for a period after 
canning to determine whether or 
not the product is keeping before 
it is stored away. 

Inspect the can or jar before 
opening. Leaky cans or jars or 


those which give evidence of spoil- 
age should be discarded. In tin | 


cans both ends should be fiat and 
curved slightly inward.. Neither 
end should bulge or snap back 
when pressed. All seams should 
be tight and clean with no traces 
of leaks. In glass jars there should 
be no bulging of the rubber and no 
signs of leakage. 

When the can is opened there 
should be no sudden outburst of air 
or spurting of liquid. The odor 
should be characteristic of the pro- 
duct. Any different odor probably 
indicates spoilage. The inside of 
the can should be smooth and 
clean or well lacquered and not 
markedly corroded. In products 
which contain an appreciable 
amount of protein, such as meat 
and sea food, and many vegetables 
like peas and corn, hydrogen sul- 
phide is formed from the protein 
by the heating processing. This 
blackens the interior of an unen- 
ameled can.in the same way that 
a silver spoon is blackened when 
left in contact with cooked egg. 
This sulphide formation should not 
be mistaken for corrosion. The ap- 
pearance is normal with these 
foods and does not interfere with 
the wholesomeness of the product. 

The contents of the container 
should always be given the same 
careful examination to which all 
foods should be ®ubjected before 
eating. If there is any evidence of 
spoilage the product should be dis- 
carded. 

Do not under any circumstances 
taste to discover spoilage. When 
spoilage has occurred in nonacid 
foods there is always the possibilty 
that even a taste may cause serious

and Are Essential to Good 
Health. 


Modern women, and men too, are 
highly conscious of their weight. 
They recognize the importance of 


times this takes on a mild reduc- 
ing program, sometimes & drastic 


diet. 
Too often, in the desire to cut 


calories and pounds the diet chosen 
is thoroughly inadequate. Meat is 
one of the foods frequently cut be- 
low the minimum for health and 


protection. 

Not Fattening. 
Meat proteins are not fattening. 
They are used to keep vital tissues 
and organs in repair and are abso- 
lutely essential to health. Reduc- 
ing diets often cause an unpleas- 
ant starved feeling and a condition 
known as protein starvation, which 
is highly dangerous. 
Besides the protein, meats also 
add vitally necessary copper and 
iron and vitamin G_ especially. 
Special organs, such as liver, kid- 
ney and heart are especially desir- 
able because of their extra vita- 
mins, A, B and G and their higher 
iron and copper. 
Lean meats of any kind may be 
eaten once or twice a day. Lean 
beef roast, broiled loin steak, roast 
veal, broiled or roasted lamb, liver, 
kidney, sweetbreads, heart or ton- 
gue, or roast chicken may be used 
without fear of adding pounds. 

Eat Lean Portion. 

Leave the fat of meat, the fat 
cuts like pork chops, salt pork, 
ham or fat beef to the lucky in- 
dividual who need not worry about 
weight increases. Remember, too, 
that gravy, fats used in frying, 
sauces and crumbs are. fattening 
foods and should not be added to 
the meat when cooked for low cal- 
orie diets. 

Broiling, roasting and stewing 
are the best methods of preparing 
these suggested cuts. Roast veal, 
broiled steaks or ground beef pat- 
ties, grilled liver or boiled tongue 
are excellent for flavor and add 
none of the extra fat or flour which 
brings up the calorie value.

Testify He Told Child 
to ‘Stick "Em Up,’ While They - 
Were Hunting Frogs.

WELLSBORO, Pa. Aug. 6 — 
Lyle West, 14 years old, of And- 
over, N. ¥., was held on a charge 
of murder yesterday in the fatal 
shooting of an &-year-old com- 
panion while they were hunting 
frogs. 
District Attorney Charles M. El- 
liott charged the West boy shot 
and killed Hugh Townsend of 
Keeneyville, near that town last 
Saturday. Four boys who were 
present said West told the Town- 
send boy to go home and to “stick 
‘em up.” When the boy’s arms 
were not raised, they said, a shot 
was fired. 

Coroner William F. White said 
the bullet struck the child in the 
heart. 

The West boy did not testify. His 
companions told the Justice of the 
}Peace that he said he thought the 
gun was half-cocked “so it wouldn't 
go off,” and that he “didn't mean 
to shoot.” 

Foster Ames, 9, testified the 
West youth said after the shooting: 
“Help me hide the body and some 
day I'll give you money.” 

Frank Hughes, attorney for the 
accused boy, said he would appeal 
for his release under bail. 

“The boy swears to me,” Hughes 
said, “he had no idea of shooting. 
The gun simply was on the fence 
and went off accidentally.”

COURT REFUSES 
BAIL MOTION 
OF KATTELMAN 


Also Denies Writ of Ha- 
beas Corpus for Broker 
He Had Ordered Back to 
Jail. 


— 


Further efforts by attorneys for 
Harold J. Kattelman, bankrupt 
broker, to effect his release from 
jail, where he haé been held since 
Jan. 15 for failure to comply with 
a Federal Court order to turn over 
$39,205 in cash assets of his firm. 
failed’ today when Federal Judge 
George H. Moore overruled motions 
for bail and for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

Judge Moore ordered stricken 
from the record a motion charging 
prejudice, which asked that he dis- 
qualify himself from further con- 
nection with the case. 

Denied Plea Yesterday. 

Yesterday Judge Moore denied 
Kattelman’s application for release 
and charged the broker with hav- 


ing perjured himself during a hear- 
ing on his plea for reléase. 

The Court said: “This Court is 
not bound to rely on the evidence 
of one who admits he has committed 
perjury in connection with an order. 
I am not convinced that the truth 
has been told. The application for 
release is denied, and the respon- 
dent will be remanded to jail.” 
At a hearing July 10 Kattleman 
made a partial turnover of assets, 
including bonds having a par value 
of $100,000, and made an affidavit 
that he had complied with the 
Court’s order as fully as he could. 
To reveal the whereabouts of the 
$39,205 would “tend to incriminate 
himself and others,” the affidavit 
stated. / 
Judge Moore pointed out that 
Kattleman then asked permission. 
to consult with his counsel outside 
of jail, promising to make a “clean 
breast” of the matter. 

“He said he would and could pro- 

duce all the items set out in the 
turnover order, and would account 
for the cash,’ Judge Moore con- 
tinued. “He now claims that he paid 
the cash to his wife and sister-in- 
law in discharge of debts, after 
having previously stated that the 
money had been disbursed in ways 
that would incriminate him and the 
recipients. 
“Mr. Kattelman has admitted in 
this hearing that he has, by affi- 
davit and under oath in open court, 
sworn falsely to the whereabouts of 
the items mentioned. He now ad- 
mits that the items have been in 
his possession and under his control 
at all times since the institution of 
the bankruptcy proceedings. This 
Court is not convinced that the 
$39,205 has passed out of the control 
of the respondent.” 

Order Against Relatives. 
Judge Moore issued an order 
against Kattelman’s wife and his 
mother, Mrs. Tirzah Kattelman, re- 
quiring them to show cause Sept. 
18 why they should not turn over 
to W. S. Madden, receiver for H. J. 
Kattelman & Co., $7000 in cash, 
which Kattelman’s wife testified 
earlier in the hearing she gave to 
her mother-in-law for safekeeping 
after receiving $39,550 from her 
thusband in June, 1935. 

W. J. Sproul, uncle of Kattelman 
by marriage, was ordered to show 
cause why he should not turn over 
$16,500 shown by testimnoy to have 
been part of Kattelman’s bank bal- 
ance. It had been testified pre- 
viously by Miss Mildred Logeman, 
sister-in-law of Kattelman, that in 
July, 1935, she received $20,000 from 
Kattelman’s wife, and buried the 
money in the yard of her mother’s 
home. On Sept. 24, 1935, she dug 
it up and gave $16,500 to Sproul to 
invest. 

Sproul, called to the witness 
stand on Tuesday by Kaéstelman’s 
attorneys to tell what he knew of 
the cash, said he took it with him to 
his home in Canon City, Colo., 
where he is in the real estate and 
insurance business. The identical 
bills are still in his office safe, he 
testified. Questioned by Judge 
Moore about his knowledge of Kat- 
telman’s affairs, the witness said 
Kattelman’s mother told him, “Har- 
old is having some business trou- 
bles, but she didn’t go into details.” 

Counsel for Sproul presented mo- 
tions to vacate the order and 
sought a trial of the issues before 
a jury. Both motions were over- 
ruled and counsel was given per- 
mission to file a bill of exceptions 
within 30 days.

I cannot remember exactly who 
first recommended spinach for 
young growing children.

Spinach still does just what ‘was 
‘claimed for it. Milk has plenty of 
calcium so that in a growing child's 
diet it will supply all of that ele- 
ment necessary, no matter whether 
the spinach calcium is. absorbed or 
not. But -milk is deficient in iron. 
And for that reason children’s spe- 
cialists are adopting the point of 
view that the exclusively milk diet 
of infants should be supplemented 
early by green (iron-containing) 
vegetables.
